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The Indiana Republicans 


Whether one he in amml ,„• Ln assent with its propa- 


g*nda, simple justice demands the acknowledgment u,at 
tile Indiana republicans in their state convention which 
has just completed its work at Indianapolis, have staged a 
rather impressive show of parly revivification. It has 
given, so far as a state .-nm-entiim can :rive it. a manifesta- 
tion of virility and. of militancy that is a. complete reversal 
of form from the disheartened and dejected wreck that 
dragged its way through the state and'national campaign 
two years ago. How much of it is veal and how much of it 
i* spectacle remains to be disclosed by the outcome of the 
state campaign this year. 


There can be no «|iicstioninir the. party orthodoxy of 


tile platform adopted. It is characteristically republican, 


ve in a few matters of lesser importance it sticks closely 
the anchorage of old-time party principles. There is 


nothing in it startlingly progressive enough to shock the 
staid followers of the party, but there is plainly an at- 
tempt to woo back into Jine those progressives who quit 
the republican carnp because of the immovable standpat- 
ism of those then in direction of party affairs. Summar- 
ized, it is a document of protest. Its framers, if they were 
able to detect anything whatever in democratic adminis- 
tration entitled to either commendation or respect, adroit- 
ly evaded it. 
t 


Naturally, there was a rcaffirmatiou of the protective 


tariff principle and a new declaration for a non-partisan 
tariff commission. The canal policy plank is much less 
definite, and while "emphatically disapproving" the pres- 
ident's policy in Mexico, the party hastens to state that 
the differences are of policy only and not of patriotism. 
There is a pledge of undivided support to the government 
In whatever it may undertake for the vindication of the 
nation's honor or the nation's rights. The progressives are 
Invited to note the stand for reform in party management 
which it is asserted will remove much of tbe occasion 
which drove the progressives to secession. The demo- 
cratic administration in Indiana is assailed for alleged ex- 
travagance. The party would take the 'liquor question 
out of politics and place the issue of woman suffrage be- 
fore the people as a proposed constitutional amendment. 
Other questions of more or less importance are touched 
upon in a multitude of brief planks that make evident a 
disposition to overlook no chance. 


The ticket, headed by Hugh Th. Miller, former lieu- 


tenant governor, for senator, can scarcely lie expected to 
set the state aflame with enthusiasm, for there are few es- 
pecially conspicuous party figures on it. It is not the sort 
of ticket calculated to inspire the party man to throw iip 
his hat tu demonstrative exultation, and yet it is made up 
of men of high character and of unquestioned ability. As a 
whole it may lack sparkle, but it is worthy the support of 
the.republican faith, and will doubtless command it. Pop- 
ular interest will center not so much in .platform or ticket 
as in noting to how great an extent repxiblicans in Indiana 
this year are going to be able to progress on the long and 
toilsome journey before them if they ever "come back."

Mr. Mitchei has pictured New York to 
he. We are a vast nation, cosmopolitan 
to a degree not approached by any other 
great country, and our population is 
complex in the extreme. It is made up of 
all classes nnd kinds, of all shades of 
persuasions and opinions, of all sorts of 
temperaments, (ireat influence, is exer- 
cised by the newspaper?. They furnish 
the I'ond on which the people feed men- 
tally. 
If they no longer "mold" public 


opinion, as it is said, they certainly are 
of tremendous force in directing it. The 
power for gon-i or evil, for wi=dom or 
folly, for truth or dishonesty is not to 
be overlooked. We have appointed no 
stewards for the people in this country, 
yet the newspapers, and the men in pub- 
lic office approach very near to this re- 
sponsibility. The national government is 
at present in a difficult position. Honor 
requires that the American flag and all 
that it represents shall be respected. But 
honor does not require an extension of 
''measures short, of war." It does not re- 
quire a Mexican war. or the spread of 
conflict or ill feeling of any Fort. 


The instances of attacks on the lives 


of executives were given a.s examples of 
the need for judgment at all times. This 
is no hour for idle harangues on patriot- 
is. 
It is no time for jingo doctrines. 


It is a time to remember that the na- 
tional administration seeks no conflict 
with the Mexican people, no complication 
with other powers, no armed dispute-- 
it seeks only reparation for insults long 
suffered. There is a tremendous need for 
truth just now, a need for dispassion- 
ate, discussion and culm judgment. Tim 
"war spirit," like the 
murder spirit, 


arises easily and is difficult, 
to quench. 


Much responsibility rests with the news- 
paper? and with public leaders.

ged Into a War With the 


United States. 


WAS NOT CONSULTED 


El Paso, Texas, -April 24.—General 


Francisco Villa, head of the Tebel mil- 
itary forces, informed George C. Caroth- 
ers, special agent of the state depart- 
ment, that he will decline to be dragged 
into a war with the United Stages by 
anybody. 


"Why," he smiled, as he threw an arm 


about the broad shoulders of the .gov- 
ernment 
representative, 
all 
Europe 


would laugh at us if we went to war 
with you. They would say that 'little 
drunkard Huerta has drawn them into 
a tangle at last-'" 


Villa said he was not consulted in the 


drafting of the Oarranza, note transmit' 
ted to Secretary Bryan and which was 
regarded as somewhat hostile in tone. 


The rebel leader told Carbthers, who 


reported the interview to the state de- 
partment last night, that one of the 
chief reasons he came to Juarez •was to 
show tho American people that his atti- 
tude was friendly and that he did not 
fear to trust 
himself 
on tho border 


without a military escort, behind him. 


Carothers took supper with Villa and 


canvassed the situation thoroughly while 
doing justice to nn American meal of 
salad, beef and potatoes, with trim- 
mings. 


Wants It Water Tight. 


"Honest," said the rebel general be- 


tween mouthfuls, "I hope the Americans 
bottle up Vera Cruz so light they can't 
even get water into it. Your admiral is 
doing something that it would have tak- 
en us a long time to accomplish,. if we 
could have accomplished it «t all." 


The general brought with him a nig 


of the softest lambs' wool as a present 
for General Scott, who recently left Forl 
Bliss to heroine assistant chief 6f staff 
at Washington. Carothers promised to 
forward it along with Villa's congratu- 
lations to the recipient of the promo- 
tion. 


Villa said he had arranged with »U 


foreigner*, except Spaniards, to ship out 
their cottun from Torr«on on paying .x 
war tax to which the foreigners had 
agreed. Hn said Spanish cotton was not

in the 
arrangement, having

Note Not Hostile. 


Roberta V. Pesqucira, Carranza's con- 


fidential agent hero, insisted today that 
the noto of his chief to Secretary Bryan 
was not hostile, but was intended as a 
basis for further negotiations. He was 
expecting a reply from Mr. Bryan, act 
ting forth the views of the state depart- 
ment. 


Tba rebel position is that thn Ameri- 


can troups sho«Jd be withdrawn from 
Mexican soil, Carranza recognized as de- 
facto president, or at least as a bellig- 
erent, nnd the punishment of tho incl 
vidunl Huorttt and other individual of- 
fenders left to tho rebels. 


Carrauza. if recognized, would not hes- 


itate to apologize and disavow tho acts 
of one whom he considers a, traitor. 


"I think his statement win fair and 


frank," said Pesquoira, "and by no 
means a threat of war." 


Says Chief Wants Peac*. 


Ho was asked if tho words used by 


Carranza, "will drag ue into nn unequal 
warfare with dignity, but which until 
today wn desire to avoid," did not mean 
that Carranza at least did desire war. 


"Not at all," Pesqueira replied. "It 


couldn't mean that because I know that 
my chief wants peace." 


For a time it was thought that the 


translation might be at fault and that 
Carranza's Spanish roally meant "but to 
this very day WB desire, to avoid," but
